ed at tbe Patent Offlce «t Washington, In 
favor of the Bell Telephone patent. The 
question of priority wa» raised by several 
Inventors. The examiner gives a history 
of the art of producing sounds by] means 
of tbe electric current In its application to 
the telephone, a definition of tbe telephone 
and a review of the evidence presented as 
to tho priority of invention.
